INTRODUCTION 

It will be our purpose in this 
article to point out the necessity 
of prayer after one has_ received 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit. We 
wish you to consider for a moment 
Adam and his fellowship with 
God. Evidently God was accustom- 
ed to visiting Adam in the evening 
at which time they perhaps took a 
stroll thru the beautiful garden of 
Eden. We would naturally gather 
from such fellowship that Adam 
must have had some kind of spir- 
itual anointing which would ren- 
der him susceptible to divine fel- 
lowship. Just what this anointing 
was we are not prepared to Say, 
but we know God is a Spirit and 
that He communicated with Adam 
face to face. It is very evident that 
such an anointing existed, but 
there is the serious point and what 
I wish you to get in particular; all 
that God has ever done, Satan has 
tried to ruin thru deception and 
defilement. 


ADAM’S SPIRITUAL FELLOW- 
SHIP 

Adam not only failed in that he 
obeyed Eve, but there must have 
been some failure elsewhere. He 
did not keep well Jehovah’s com- 
mands in keeping and dress'ng the 
vineyard which had been commit- 
ted to his trust, otherwise he 
would not have been deceived thru 
Eve. When we turn to the Lord 
Jesus Christ and read concerning 
His baptism mentioned in Matt. 3: 
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16 we find Him anointed with the 
Holy Spirit as is also evidenced by 
Acts 10:38, who was Himself also 
subjected to temptations of Satan 
immediately following the anoint- 
ing of the Holy Spirit at the river 
of Jordan. 


By comparing Adam as a creat- 
ed son and Jesus Christ as God’s 
only begotten Son, regardless of 
how powerfully clothed with the 
Holy Spirit or what d'vine_rela- 
tionship they shared with God as 
the Father, both were objects of 
Satan’s wicked plots. Adam failed 
in whom the human race was lost; 
Christ did not fail, but spent forty 
days and nights in fast'ng and in 
prayer before victory over Satan, 
the archenemy of the human race, 
was fully and finally achieved. If 
Adam, -the figurative head; and 
Christ, the creative and _ spiritual 
head of the human race and 
Church, have been opposed by Sa- 
tan, much more will he oppose 
His saints. 

THE PURPOSE OF DIVINE 

ANOINTING 

In the light of Luke 24:49 and 
Acts 10:38 it was to give power 
over Satan, demons, etc. Compare 
Luke 10:19. However, it does not 
follow that when Christ was 


anointed with the Holy Spirit nor 
an individual who is anointed now. 
that they are placed in a victor- 
ious position only thru prayer. 
constant communion with and re- 
fillings of the Holy Ghost from 
70d. 

If Christ must necessarily spend 
forty days and nights in prayer. 
tempted of Satan, saints of God 
might well expect to be tempted 
and tried and be forced to resort 
to the means of prayer as a way of 
escape. The thought I want you 
to get is this, just because you 
have been baptized with fie Holy 
Ghost you have no right to expect 
that temptations will not come, 
nor that there will not continue to 
be a definite need of prayer in 
your life before God can accom- 
plish His plan and purpose in you. 
Temptations are necessary; first. 
to reveal the weakness of the hu- 
man vessel; second, to stablish and 
perfect it thru the good fight of 
faith; third, to show Satan that he 
is a defeated foe. Christ was temp- 
ted in His human nature, we are 
likewise tempted thru our human 
nature. 

James puts it, “But ercry man 
is tempted, when he is drawn away 
of his own lust, and_ enticed.” 
Christ, that He might overcome 
the weakness of the flesh and con- 
demn or judge sin in the flesh, was 
also tempted. That temptation did 
not end until He was Himself vic- 
tor and was able to say, “Get thee

MEXICO WARS ON RELIGION 


Its government plans complete 
circularization of the schools, con- 


fiscation and nationalization of 
churches and expulsion of the 
clergy. The present quarrel, says 
the Literary Digest, goes back to 
1857. In 1926 President Calles ord- 
ered all churches closed, 25,000 
priests left their churches, . the 
doors of which were not reopened 
for three years. In 1931 Mexican 
Congress issued a law limiting the 
number of priests in Mexico City 
to one for every 50,000 persons. At 
present General Plutarco Elias Cal- 
les, chief of the revolutionary 
movement, is acting as a destroy- 
ing angel. Deputy Louis Ernique 
Erro who introduced the revolu- 
tion to expel all Catholic arch- 
bishops and bishops sa‘d, “We 
must open the minds of the peo- 
ple by teaching them to see the 
world in the light of science. We 
cannot do this while the Church 
makes them believe in God. We 
must tell them that God is a 
myth, a word, a grotesque thing. 
St. Paul spake of these Mexicans 
in 1 Cor. 1, saying, “the world by 
wisdom knew not God.” He furth- 
er adds, “But we speak the wis- 
dom of God in a mystery, even the 
hidden wisdom which God ordain- 
ed before the world unto our glory. 
Which none of the pr‘nces of this 
world knew; for had they known 
it, they would not have crucified 
the Lord of glory.” 1 Cor. 2:7-8. 
The Psalmist David said of the 
wicked, “I have seen the wicked in 
great power spreading himself like 
a green bay tree,” yet he passed 
away and lo he was not. Yea I 
sought him but he could not be 
found. Then God will ask, “Where 
is the wise? where is the scribe?

hence Satan, thou art an offense 
unto me.” St. Peter states of the 
child of God, even of those “Who 
are kept by the power of God thru 
faith unto salvation ready to be re- 
vealed in the last tme. Wherein 
ye greatly rejoice, though now for 
a season, if need be, ye are in 
heaviness through manifold temp- 
tations.” 1 Peter 1:5, 6. “But the 
God of all grace, who hath called 
us unto his eternal glory by Christ 
Jesus, after that ye have suffered 
a while, make you perfect, stab- 
lish, strengthen, settle you.” 1 Pet- 
er 5:10. 

What saints of God need to do 
today is to arm themselves’ by 
faith for the conflict with Satan 
and be not faithless but continue 
in constant prayer without ceas- 
ing. Above all things taking the 
shield of faith wherewith ye shall 
be able to quench all the fiery 
darts of the wicked. The anointing 
of the Holy Spirit will, thru pre- 
vailing prayer, inspire and streng- 
then unt'l, like Christ, we may ex- 
claim, “Get thee hence Satan, 
thou art an offense unto me.” 


CHRIST’S PERSONAL MINIS- 
TRY 

During the days of Christ’s per- 
sonal ministry He prayed before 
he worked His miracles and often- 
times immediately resorted to 
prayer after He had worked them. 
He testified saying, “All things are 
given me of my Father, I can of 
myself do nothing.”” Only as He 
gave Himself up to be led of the 
Holy Spirit, and remained in con- 
tact with God that the works God 
had chosen to show forth in Him 
might be wrought out by the Holy 
Spirit, was it possible for Him to 
have victory. With the work that 
God had given Him to do, His 
heart desired to finish and stay at 
His post of duty until He could 
say, “I have glorified thee on the 
earth; I have finished the work 


which thou gavest me to do,” Jolin 
17:4. The Four Gospels record the 
miracles and personal ministry of 
Jesus Christ until the day in which 
He was taken up into heaven, 
Acts 1:1-2, at which time the com- 
mission to evangel’ze the whole 
world was given unto His apostles 
and the responsibility of that task 
ever afterward rested upon them 
and their successors. 

The Acts of the apostles records 
the ministry of Jesus as wrought 
out thru the Holy Ghost thru His 
chosen apostles. He had promised 
in the great commission mention- 
ed in Matt. 28:20 to be ever with 
His disciples, alway even unto the 
end of the world. Mark records in 
the last verse of the sixteenth 
chapter, “And they went forth, and 
preached everywhere, the Lord 
working with them, and confirm- 
ing the word with signs following.” 
Therefore, the ministry of the 
apostles was but a continuation of 
the ministry of Jesus Christ thru 
them. Thus it is so reckoned in 
Acts 2:33 where it is recorded that 
Christ “being by the right hand of 
God exalted, and having received 
of the Father the promise of the 
Holy Ghost, he hath shed forth 
this, which ye now see and hear.” 

We need not only the Holy Spir- 
it with us to empower, guide and 
comfort us, but we need to remain 
in such close contact and company 
with our risen Lord that He may 
work with us and shed forth. such 
miraculous manifestations of pow- 
er aS men can both see and hear. 
This does not only include tongues 
as evidenced by the presence of 
the Holy Spirit, but it includes a 
diversity in gift and in miracle. 


REFILLING A NECESSITY 
Too many of us are content 
with the fact that we have receiv- 
ed the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
and thus we idle days and years, 
testifying an@ boasting of that 
fact, omitting the weightier mat- 
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ters of prayer and rendering ser- 
vice to our fellowbeings. 

During the persecut:ons against 
the apostles, immediately after 
Christ’s ascension wherein certain 
were cast into prison, Acts 4:3 
who when they were released, re- 
sorted to their own company, Acts 
4:23, where they lifted up ‘their 
voice to God with one accord and 
said, ‘Lord, thou art God, which 
hast made heaven, and earth, and 
the sea, and all that in them is.” 
These petitions to God to “behold 
their threatenings: and _ to grant 
unto thy servant that with ail 
boldness they may speak thy 
word, by stretching forth thine 
hand to heal; and that signs and 
wonders may be done by the name 
of thy holy child Jesus. And when 
they had prayed, the place was 
shaken where they were assem- 
bled together; and they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
they spake the word with _bold- 
ness.” Acts 4:29-31. The saint of 
God is in constant need of the re- 
filling of the Holy Spirit that their 
strength may be ever renewed lest 
they become discouraged, faint, 
falter and neglect the work God 
has given them to do. When we 
stay filled with the Holy Sp‘rit and 
overflowing it is then that God 
will work His miracle and we will 
triumph over Satan. 


A DEFINITE FORM OF MINIS- 
TRY 

As Peter and John went up to 
the temple at the hour of prayer. 
there was a wonderful miracle 
performed on the lame man who 
sat at the Beautiful Gate. This 
miracle appeared in the form of 
fact which the rulers of the peo- 
ple, together with the Sadducees. 
confessed that it was “indeed a 
notable miracle and was manifest 
to all them that dwell in Jerusa- 
lem; and we cannot deny it.” Acts 
4:16. It is this kind of a ministry 
that will convince men in this day 
of atheism and apostasy of the 
power of the gospel of Jesus Christ 
and of the existence of a_ living 
God. 

It is written of the ministry of 
Philip mentioned in Acts 8:5-8 
“And the people with one accord 
gave heed unto those things which 
Philip spake, hearing and_ seeing 
the miracles which he did. For un- 
clean spirits, crying with loud 
voices, came out of many that were 
possessed with them: and many 
taken with palsies, and that were 
lame, were healed.”” The ‘people 
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beheld the miracles wrought by 
him in the name of Christ. The re- 
sult was that they harkened with 
one accord. The absence of the 
miraculous working power of God 
to heal and supply the needs of 
His people is the cond’tion upon 
which atheism is first found. What 
we need is an old-time revival 
prayed down from heaven upon 
clean vessels that are filled with 
the Holy Spirit and not a few of 
them, for the harvest is great, the 
fields are white and the laborers 
are all too few. It is not enough to 
have the Baptism and sit around 
and pastor a nice church and draw 
a nice salary, a dispensation of the 
Gospel has been committed to ev- 
ery minister whom God has called, 
and you, my brother or sister, will 
certainly have to give account un- 
to God for your ministry. 


Therefore, we are warned in 
Col. 4:17 to “Take heed to the

ministry which thou hast received 
in the Lord, that thou fulfil it.” 
God is expecting us to bear fruit 
which can alone be done as t he 
Holy Spirit operates thru us. 
Therefore, if needs be, we must 
gird our lions for the all-night 
prayer meeting or for fasting and 
prayer until God sends forth vic- 
tory unto judgment. If your minis- 
try is barren, if your church is 
barren and souls are not being sav- 
ed, in the Name of Christ, I appeal 
to you, stop your loafing in the 
city, the court room, or your 
neighbor’s parlor, until you have 
prayed thru. Take the apostol'c ex- 
ample; “we will give ourselves 
continually to prayer and to the 
ministry of the Word.” You have 
no time to laugh and pass jokes, to 
joy ride while your church is back- 
sliding. You need to be in your 
praver closet. God grant to stir us 
up and wake us up that we may 
have an old time revival.

“And after threescore and two 
weeks shall Messiah be cut off, but 
not for himself: and the people of 
the prince that shall come shall 
destroy the city and the sanctuary; 
and the end thereof shall be with 
a flood, and unto the end of the 
war desolations are determined,” 
Dan. 9:26. 

Pre and Postmillennial 

The premillennialists hold the 
theory that the rapture will take 
place before the tribulation week, 
in view of the fact that the 
world is disturbed and many seem 
to be perplexed in regard to the 
overspreading of evil and the in- 
crease of crime. The postmillen- 
nialists hold the theory that the 
enforcement of righteous laws will 
do away with the evil and men will 
become righteous, righteousness 
will increase until it will over- 
spread the entire world and Jesus 
will come and reign with His peo- 
ple a thousand years. 

The tenor of the Scriptures 
teaches that evil men and seduc- 
ers shall wax worse and worse, de- 
ceiving and being deceived. We al- 
so have in Dan. 12:10, “Many shall 
be purified, and made white, and 
tried; but the wicked shall do wick- 
edly: and none of the wicked shall 
understand; but the wise (right- 
eous) shall understand.” There are 


many other scriptures which teach 
us that evil will increase until the 
coming of Jesus. 

We are sure that this 26th verse 
of Daniel 9 sets forth the thought 
of the increase of wars and dis- 
turbances which are plain to be 
seen in our day. It says, “After 
threescore and two weeks shall 
Messiah be cut off, but not for 
himself.” This was fulfilled after 
the return of the Jews and the re- 
building of the walls of the temple 
in Jerusalem. This of course was 
forty-nine years from the time of 
Daniel’s vision to their .eturn. 
Then after four hunared _ thirty- 
four years (or sixty-two weeks) 
Jesus came and was crucified for 
the people. The latter part of the 
verse, “the prince that shall come 
shall destroy the city and the sanc- 
tuary,” happened in the year of our 
Lord 70 when Titus came against 
Jerusalem, broke down the walls, 
burned the gates, and tovk the 
people captive. The r¢mainder of 
the verse, “the end thereof shall 
be with a flood, and unto the end 
of the war desolations are deter- 
mined,” sets forth very clearly this 
indeterminate period that has last 
ed almost two thousand years and 
no one knows how long it will last, 
but we do know that Christ shall 
return and destroy wickedness 
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from off the earth and set up His 
righteous kingdom. 


There is no time fixed for the 
return of Christ as to date. It is 
only said that wars and desolations 
shall continue. If we rightly divide 
the Scriptures we will have no 
trouble in settling in our hearts 
that we are in the last days just 
before Christ shall return to catch 
away His people, 1 Thess. 4:13-17, 
so we hold the imminent return 
view. We are sure that the Scrip- 
tures bear us out. Read Matt. 24: 
3-8; Mark 13:8; Luke 21:10, 11. 
The signs prove clearly to us that 
it was to be no common war and 
disturbance. It would be a war of 
many nations and kingdoms. It 
would also be accompanied by 
other signs—great famines and 
pestilences, earthquakes, distress 
of nations, tribuations. Luke 21:14- 
24; Mark 13:24-37. These signs or 
events succeed each other rapidly. 
We have seen all these signs per- 
fectly fulfilled so far in the World 
War with its accompanying 
famines, pestilences, and great 
earthquakes. The deaths in the 
war and as a result of the war 
have been estimated as high as 
40,000,000. Maimed, invalided per- 
manently and crazed, 20,000,000. 
In famines, not less than 30,000,- 
000. Flu, Bubonic plague typhoid, 
and malignant dysentary, more 
perished than in the war. Between 
3,000,000 and 4,000,000 homes 
were swept away, and 50.000,000 
people made homeless and helpless 
and untold millions of lives lost in 
the floods in different nations. In 
Russia unnumbered multitudes of 
suspects, political, capitalist, reli- 
gious, have been shot, or shipped 
into northern Russia and Siberia, 
compelled to work in woods and 
sawmills on starvation rations un- 
til they perish. At least 1,500,000 
Jews were driven into the moun- 
tains far away. There were 1,235 
pogroms (or nationally instituted 
riots) in Russia alone. In many of 
them Jews were slaughtered and 
their bodies left in the mountains 
and hamlets to be eaten by dogs 
and pigs. 


Anti-semitism is spreading over 
Europe, and even in America. Con- 
ditions in Germany are intolerable 
for Jews, and dangerous for all re- 
ligions except Hitler’s Paganism. 
In the United States unprecedent- 
ed business failures, drouth, sand- 
storm, unprofitable farming, all 
together have constantly increased 
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our burdens of debt in a doubtful 
effort to feed and give work to the 
millions of unemployed. Farmers 
were the first .to suffer loss. Sever- 
al million farmers have lost, and 
more are still losing their farms by 
foreclosures of mortgages, and the 
mortgagees are losing the money 
loaned. The United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture estimated that 
prior to April, 1929, the money 
value of farms lost by foreclosure 
amounted to more than $40,000,- 
000,000. A tremendous amount has 
been so lost since that date. Think 
of $13,000,000 cost per annum of 
gangsterdom and other forms of 
crime, this money being collected 
from taxpayers, heaping a burden 
of tax on us causing great distress. 
Never before has the world seen 
such a world-wide time of distress 
in such tremendous proportions. 
Palestine is now the most prosper- 
ous country in the world, with 
Iraq and Egypt following, with the 
Roman empire rising. But in the 
face of all these calamities the 
great tribulation week has not set 
in, nor will not until after the rap- 
ture. Rev. 3:8, 10; Luke 21:34-56; 
Isa. 26:20, 21; Rev. 4th and 5th 
chapters. 


Jer. 30:7 speaks of “the time of 
Jacob’s trouble.” While the Jews 
are suffering and millions of them 
have been driven from their homes 
in different countries, their prop- 
erty confiscated, and many other 
damaging things have befallen 
them, we believe that this is God’s 
will and plan to drive them back 
to their homeland again. Some 
day Israel will be released fromm 
her woes and troubles but not un- 
til she has been deceived and ac- 
cepted the Antichrist as her Mes- 
siah. She will make a covenant 
with the beast for one week (Dan. 
9:27), and in the middle of the 
week she will break her covenant 
with him. This of course will be 
in the middle of the tribulation 
week and the world, or those who 
are left here, will have for three 
and one-half years the greatest 
tribulation that has ever been 
known. 


We can see every day the ful- 
filling of scripture. Ezek. 36:8-10, 
“But ye, O mountains of Israel, ye 
shall shoot forth your branches, 
and yield your fruit to my peopie 
of Israel; for they are at hand to 
come, For, behold I am for you, 
and I will turn unto you, and ye 
shall be tilled and sown: And I will 
multiply men upon you, all the 
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house of Israel, even all of it: and 
the cities shall be inhabited, and 
the wastes shall be builded.” It has 
been estimated that between 250,- 
000 and 300,000 Jews will have to 
leave Germany as an alternative to 
sheer starvation,” writes Morris 
Rothenburg in Palestine News. 
“As High Commissioner McDon- 
ald has pointed out, the most 
hopeful solution for tens of thou- 
sands of the refugees to be absorb- 
ed over a period of years, lies in 
Palestine, the land whch is hal- 
lowed by Jewish hopes and tradi- 
tion, and the upbuilding of which 
represents for the great masses of 
Jewry the fulfillment of a precious 
dream. 

“What has happened with res- 
pect to and in Palestine in the 
comparatively short period of time 
since the Balfour Declaration was 
issued, has touched the imagina- 
tion of the entire world, and has 
removed the subject of Palestine 
upbuilding from the field of con- 
troversy. 

“That which has been achieved in 
Palestine has not only made clear 
the value of the Jewish National 
Home as a haven of refuge for the 
homeless and helpless of the Jew- 
ish race, but has renewed faith in 
the capacity of Jewish people for a 
creative life that shall incorporate 
and develop Israel’s_ splendid cul- 
tural heritage. 

“At the very. threshold of its eco- 
nomic development, Palestine has 
absorbed within the last ten years 
as many Jewish immigrants as the 
rest of the world. Last year about 
40,000 Jewish settlers found a 
home in Palestine, over 11,000 of 
which were refugees from Germa- 
ny. As Jewish resources are pour- 
ed into the land, the absorptive ca- 
pacity for additional immigrants is 
increased and the foundations of 
Jewish security in Palestine are re- 
inforced.”

Your “Githes 


By Luther J. Corley 


The word “tithe” means one- 
tenth, according to Webster. It 
doesn’t matter whether it is a dol- 
lar or a dime or a cow or a don- 
key, tithes are still one-tenth of 
every thing that comes into your 
possession. The first record we 
have of Bible tithing is recoraed 
in Gen. 14:18-20. “And Melchize- 
dek king of Salem brought forth 
bread and wine: and he was_ the 
priest of the most high God. And 
he blessed him, and said, Blessed 
be Abram of the most high God, 
which hath delivered thine enemies 
into thy hand. And he gave him 
tithes of all.’”” Melchizedek was the 
priest of the most high God and he 
received Abram’s tithes, so in the 
first Bible record the priest receiv- 
ed the tithes. 


Psa. 110:4; Heb. 5:16; 6:20 teil 
us that Christ was made a high 
priest forever after the order of 
Melchizedek. We shall not attempt 
to explain everything that was in 
order of Melchizedek’s priesthood. 
but one thing we know was there 
and that was tithes, which Mel- 
chizedek received. Heb. 7:2. Now 
if Jesus Christ was made an high 
priest (and he was, Heb. 6:20). 
the paying of tithes must have fol- 
lowed the priesthood from Melchi- 
zedek to Jesus. And now our Lord 
is in the heavens in the Holy of 
Holies as a high priest over the 
house of God. Heb. 8:1; Heb. 10: 
21. “Jesus Christ the same yester- 
day, today and forever.” Heb. 13:8. 
He will not change the order of the 
priesthood, which orders you and 
me to pay tithes today. 


Jesus said words to this effect in 
Luke 11:42, that ye ought to pay 
tithes. Somebody says, Oh, I don’t 
think that means for us to pas 
tithes today. Let me ask you a 
question, Do you believe that 
washing the saints’ feet is for us 
today? If I were near you I believe 
I could hear you say, Sure, I know 
washing the saints’ feet is right 
for we never do it without the 
power coming down in our midst 
and everybody seems to get a 
blessing. Dear reader, Jesus used 
the same word in Luke 11:42 in re- 
gard to paying tithes that he used 
in St. John 13:14 in regard to 
washing feet. The word He used 
was “ought”—ve “ought” to have 
paid tithes and ye “ought” to wash 
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one another’s feet. I know we 
should do everything Jesus _ said 
we ought to do and He said we 
ought to pay tithes. And say, talk 
about getting a blessing in wash- 
ing feet, the Lord has promised to 
open the windows of heaven and 
after He gets them open He has 
promised to “pour” you out a 
blessing, not drip or drain but 
pour such a blessing upon you un- 
til there would not be rocm 
enough to receive it, if you would 
bring all the tithes (not a part) 
into the storehouse, that there m?y 
be meat in mine house. Mal. 3:10. 


The caretaker of God’s house 
must eat the meat that is brought 
in the house, which in this case is 
the pastor of the church. Some- 
body may say, I have the Holy 
Ghost the same as that preacher 
has so why should I give him a 
tenth of all? Abram was God's 
child too but he paid Melchizedek 
a tenth of all. Gen. 14:20. “Know 
ye therefore that they which are 
of faith the same are the children 
of Abraham,” Gal. 3:7. I want you 
to reread the above quotation 
and bear it in mind a few minutes. 
They which are of faith the same 
are the children of Abraham, but 
without faith it is impossible to 
please God.” Heb. 11:6. “They an- 
swered and said unto him, Abra- 
ham is our Father. Jesus said un- 
to them, If ye were Abraham's 
children ye would do the works of 
Abraham,” St. John 8:39. All that 
are of faith are Abraham’s chil- 
dren. Gal. 3:7. “Without faith (or 
being the children of Abraham) it 
is impossible to please God.” Heb. 
11:6. “If ye were the children of 
Abraham (or of faith) ye would 
do the works of Abraham,” St. 
John 8:39, and one of the works 
of Abraham was paying tithes. 
Heb. 7:2. What about it, are you of 
faith? Are you Abraham’s child? 
Are you doing the works of Abra- 
ham? 

Jesus was made a priest after 
the order of Melchizedek and the 
minister is made partaker of that 
same priesthood thru Jesus Christ, 
with a right to receive tithes from 
the people, even as Melchizedek 
did from Abram. Gen. 14:20. Mal. 
3:8 says “Will a man rob God? Yet 
ye have robbed me. But ye Say, 
Wherein have we robbed thee? In 
tithes and offerings.” v. 9. “Ye are 
cursed with a curse for ye have 
robbed me.” Say reader, are you 
living under a curse from God, or 
a blessing? Rev. 20:6 says, ““Bless- 
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ed and holy (not cursed) are they 
that have part in the first resur- 
rection.” Jesus sa‘d, “He that 
climbeth up some other way the 
same is a thief and a robber.” St. 
John 10:1, “When thou vowest a 
vow unto God defer not to pay it; 
for he hath no pleasure in fools: 
pay that which thou hast vowed. 
Better is it that thou shouldest not 
vow than that thou shouldest vow 
and not pay,” Ecc. 5:4, 5. Some- 
body says, Preacher, now I beleve 
if you make a vow to pay tithes 
you had better do it, but I have 
never made that vow. Listen, 
when you were seeking for the 
blessing you promised to do any- 
thing God wanted you to do. 
James 1:22 says, “Be ye doers of 
the word.” Mal. 3:10 says, “Bring 
ye all the tithes.” Are you going to 
bring them or keep them, obey or 
disobey, live under a.curse or a 
blessing? Another thing, when you 
came into the Church of God you 
prom‘sed to live up to the teach- 
ings of the Church and said that 
you believed in them. One of the 
teachings of the Church is pay'ng 
tithes. Say brother, what about 
paying your vow? 

“And to bring the firstfruits of 
our ground, and the firstfruits 9f 
all fruit of all trees, year by year, 
unto the house of our Lord; also 
the firstborn of our sons, and our 
cattle, as it is written in the law, 
and the firstlings of our herds and 
our flocks, to bring to the house of 
our God, unto the priests that m‘n- 
ister in the house of our God: and 
that we should bring the firstfruits 
of our dough, and of our offerings, 
and the fruit of all manner of 
trees, of wine and oil, unto the 
priests, to the chambers of the 
house of our God; and the tithes 
of our ground unto the _ Levites, 
that the same Levites might have 
the tithes in all the cities of our 
tillage,” Neh. 10:35-37. We see by 
the above and many other scrip- 
tures that the tithes are for those 
who minister in the house of our 
God. Paul says the house of God 
is none other than ‘the church of 
the living God. 1 Tim. 3:15. The 
tithes should be brought today to 
those who minister in the Church 
of God. Christ is the head of the 
Church. Eph. 1:22. He has the 
Melchizedek priesthood and makes 
His ministers after the same or- 
der. He is the Vine and we are the 
branches. St. John 15:5. Jesus will 
never change. Mal. 3:6; Heb. 13:8. 
Pay your tithes, meet Him in 
peace. Mal. 3:17.
